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PREFACE. 



The need of a modern English-Persian Dictionary can 
scarcely be questioned, the massive volumes edited many 
years ago by Richardson and Wilkins respectively being 
out of print and well-nigh unprocurable ; in any case, also, 
for various reasons, they are by no means suited to the 
requirements of the present day, while the few other 
works which have appeared are, for the most part, com- 
pilations by natives of India, unacqainted with the spirit 
of the English language, and at best they rise but little 
beyond the level of vocabularies. In these circumstances, 
as I know from personal experience, a student is beset 
with difficulties, and from this point of view no apology 
is needed for an attempt to fill a void so serious and 
perplexing. There is, however, another aspect of the 
case, respecting which an explanation is due to the public. 
Reference has been made to the attempts of foreigners 
to cope with the difficulties of a strange tongue; the 
failure of an Englishman to grasp the endless shades of 
meaning of so ornate and mellifluous a language as Persian 
would scarcely be less conspicuous. Indeed, for my part, 
I am quite prepared to admit that a Dictionary should be 
the joint work of two individuals, responsible each in his 
own sphere for the accuracy of the work. Why, then, it 
may be asked, have I attempted single-handed a task for 
which 1 avow that a coadjutor is incumbent? The 
question is reasonable, and, considering that, by the 
inherent nature of things, a Dictionary must of necessity, 
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for good or ill, leave " footprints on the sands of time," 
the answer is important. It seems right, therefore, that 
I should state precisely the grounds upon which I am 
tempted to hope for the accompanying work that appro- 
bation with which the public have been kind enough to 
receive my former efforts in the path of Oriental lore. It 
must be confessed that, from the very first, I was conscious 
that the fact that I have never had an opportunity of study- 
ing the language in the country where it is spoken placed 
me under an immense disadvantage, as compared with 
others more fortunate, who, from long residence in Persia, 
had the means of gaining a critical knowledge, which can 
scarcely be otherwise acquired. So fully alive was I to 
the difficulties of my position in this respect, that, had a 
more competent person been disposed to take the matter 
in hand, I should not have ventured to commence a task 
which, under the most favourable circumstances, could not 
be otherwise than tedious and, in some measure, unsatis- 
factory. As, however, time passed without an indication 
that anyone was williug to undertake the duty of compiling 
an English- Persian Dictionary, I determined, though with 
diffidence, to make the attempt myself, and I resolved to 
reverse a Persian-English Dictionary. But, on reflection, 
it at once became evident that such a mode of procedure 
would not ensure a practical result, for the obvious reason 
that, when translating from Persian into English, the 
student needs the use of every word, however pedantic 
and scarce, which is to be found in any author of note ; 
on the other hand, as regards rendering from English into 
Persian, the introduction of obsolete or neglected phrase- 
ology into a Dictionary would retard rather than assist the 
learner, who would not be likely to possess that knowledge 
and experience which alone could enable him to select 
fitting and suitable equivalents. 

These considerations, while they induced me to abandon 
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the' idea of reversing a Persian-English Dictionary, im- 
pelled me to adopt, if possible, some course which should 
at once ensure the omission of what was superfluous, and 
the introduction of such words as experience might dictate 
to be requisite and advantageous. The dilemma was 
perplexing, and ultimately, as my only resource, I de- 
termined to enter upon an extensive course of reading, 
with the view of culling from newspapers and modem 
works as many terms as within a reasonable time might 
be possible. The labour was enormous, extending over 
a period of years ; and in the end, so considerable a mass 
of material was collected as to justify the commencement 
of the undertaking upon which I had resolved. In this 
portion of the work' I received much assistance from 
Lieut.-Colonel Boss, H.B.M.'s Political Resident in the 
Persian Gulf, who obtained for me collections of words 
and idioms the value of which it would be difficult to 
overrate. Matters were in a fragmentary and unsettled 
state, when, about two years ago, the native translator to 
the Bushire Residency, by name Mirza Baker, came to 
this country, and, on his arrival, placed himself in com- 
munication with me, in order to assist in a work rumours 
of which had reached him. A very short conversation 
served to indicate that my new acquaintance was a ripe 
scholar. Not only was he familiar with the Arabic and 
Turkish languages, which supply so many of the words in 
modern use in Persia, but, possessing a truly remarkable 
critical knowledge of his own tongue, he was enabled to 
afford the explanations so necessary to me. I gladly 
availed myself of his services, and, trusting to his revision, 
I also added to my collection some thousands of words, 
respecting which, as I had not absolutely met with them 
in the course of my reading, I had some doubts whether 
they should be introduced or omitted. I may mention — 
not in any spirit of arrogance or presumption, but simply

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as a fact which may tend to enable the public to form an 
estimate of the value of the work now presented to them 
— that six months were consumed in the mere revision of 
the fragmentary matter which I had collected, a task 
which Mirza Baker conducted throughout in personal 
communication with myself. At this stage I deemed 
myself justified in allowing an announcement to appear 
in a literary journal, intimating that the Dictionary was 
approaching completion. But, alas ! for the vanity of 
human plans and schemes. A few months after the 
statement to this effect was published in the Athenceum^ 
I found that the task of working up the rough notes 
would involve a labour, not of days or of months, but of 
years. In despair, I almost contemplated abandoning 
such a Herculean task, when one morning, to my surprise, 
I received an offer from an unknown correspondent in this 
country to place at my disposal papers which were deemed 
of possible use in connection with the work which I was 
understood to have in hand. 

In due course the documents arrived, and, to my* 
amazement, they turned out to be nothing less than a 
miniature Dictionary, compiled some years ago by a 
gentleman during a residence in Persia. I examined 
the production most critically, and could find scarce a 
fault therein. Somewhat perplexed as to what course to 
pursue, I ultimately determined to defer the publication 
of my own larger work, and to revise this " Pocket 
Dictionary," intending to resume my own labours on the 
appearance of its less pretentious companion, an event 
which I had hoped would not be long delayed. My 
correspondent was Mr. R. Monro Binning, and I can 
only regret that it did not fall to his lot to undertake 
a task for which he is so eminently qualified, whether as 
regards practical experience gained during a residence 
in Persia, or critical knowledge of the minutias of the 



language. Oommencing the revision of his Dictionary, I 
soon perceived that, accurate as it was in all respects, it 
was too concise for my purpose ; indeed, with the modesty 
which has characterised all his proceedings in the matter, 
Mr. Binning would never allow that his book was more 
than a mere vocabulary. In these circumstances, I was 
again compelled to change my plans, and instead of placing 
before the world a Dictionary which I felt was very far 
from complete, I determined to add thereto to a degree 
suflBcient for ordinary requirements ; the result is the 
work now before the public. As, however, I increased 
the bulk of Mr. Binning's text to at least twice its 
original size, I did not deem it fair to that gentleman to 
burden him with the responsibility of authorship, seeing 
that many of the sins — at any rate, of commission — ^must 
be laid to my charge. 

I should wish to guard myself against the presumption 
that the present volume is in any degree complete ; as 
previously stated, the preparation of a Dictionary of such 
magnitude as would be requisite to ensure the introduction 
of all the words in common use must of necessity be a 
labour of years. In my own case, the comparatively limited 
amount of time at my disposal will still further tend to 
defer the appearance of the larger work which I have 
undertaken ; meanwhile, the accompanying compilation is 
presented in the hope that it may serve for ordinary 
purposes of reference. Small and insignificant as it is, a 
considerable degree of care and labour has been expended 
in its preparation. That numerous omissions will be found 
I freely acknowledge ; but I should wish to state, with 
reference to the faults of ** commission," that I have 
inserted nothing on my own individual authority, so far, 
that is, as " coining " words is concerned. I do not 
attempt to disguise that, not improbably, in some instances, 
I may have placed erroneous interpretations upon terms 
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with which I have met in the course of my reading, in 
which case errors would, as an inevitable consequence, 
have crept into the Dictionary ; however, when any doubt 
existed in my mind, I have preferred to omit rather than 
to mislead. With regard to the large array of words in 
colloquial use, which now for the first time have received 
'^a local habitation," I am privileged to quote, as the 
authority for their introduction, the names of Mirza Baker, 
Mr. Binning, and Lieut.-Colonel Boss, each of whom has 
suppUed me with information derived from a residence in 
the districts where the words in question are used in 
ordinary conversation. As to the mode of spelling and 
the accuracy of transliteration in such cases, I cannot 
avoid assuming a large degree of responsibility; indeed, 
it was impossible to do otherwise than choose a path for 
myself, in a direction where none had preceded to mark 
the way. As, however, Mirza Baker was constantly at 
hand to guide and counsel, I have some confidence as to 
the soundness of the results. 

It will be observed that there are comparatively few 
renderings given for verbs, the object being to save space; 
but the omission will not, it is thought, occasion much 
inconvenience to the student, who can refer to the sub- 
stantive, and add thereto an auxiliary verb, a process of 
** coining " which is strictly legitimate, and not more 
open to objection than the construction of such English 
phrases as, to " do repairs," to " make way," to " have 
confidence," &c. 

For a similar reason, also, it has not been deemed 
necessary to give numerous equivalents for words which 
can be found under their various synonyms. A com- 
pendious Dictionary must be deficient in some points, 
and omissions of this nature commended themselves, 
with the view of providing for the introduction of 
more uncommon words, the absence of which would 
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not unlikely occasion the student difficulty and embarrass- 
ment. 

It may be urged as an objection that, in the translitera- 
tion, no attempt has been made to discriminate between 
the various letters -which, though entirely distinct in 
Persian, are rendered by the same equivalent in the 
Roman character. It was thought, however, that, as 
the original words are always at hand in case of doubt, 
no difficulty would be likely to arise, and the adoption of a 
strict system of transliteration, owing to the numerous 
diacritical marks which it involves, would have materially 
added to the size and cost of the work, a consideration 
which also rendered necessary the omission of any marks 
to indicate the language to which . the various words owe 
their origin. 

The adoption of a " v " in place of a " w *' as the 
equivalent of the Persian letter ^ is open to criticism. 
Mirza Ibrahim, in his Persian Grammar, uses the former 
equivalent, while Mr. Binning, who, having resided in the 
country for a considerable period, is of necessity a high 
authority upon such a point, also adopts the " v." It is 
true that words of Arabic origin not unfrequently retain 
the original pronunciation of "w" assigned to them in 
that language, while in some districts the use of the ^W" 
is comparatively rare ; but I have been unable to gather 
that there is any fixed and invariable rule on the subject. 
On the whole, it seemed to me preferable to use a " v " 
as the equivalent of ^ , as being, in most cases, nearer 
to accuracy. Should the student have occasion to visit 
Persia, he will probably find no difficulty in adapting his 
pronunciation in this respect to the usages of the people 
by whom he may be surrounded. It is a matter of regret 
that the inquiries which resulted in this determination 
on my part were not completed till several pages of the 
Dictionary had been printed, an explanation which will, 
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it is hoped, account for numerous inconsistencies in the 
earlier sheets of the Dictionary, and screen the author 
from the charge of want of care in the revision of the 
work. It would be hopeless to attempt an apology for 
the many errors which are to be found scattered 
throughout the pages of this volume, especially as regards 
the transliteration into Roman characters, a task, in some 
measure, hurriedly undertaken at the last moment, in 
deference to the views of those whose authority it would 
have been presumption on my part to have questioned. 
I can only hope that, while, on the one hand, all that is 
worthy of commendation will not be attributed to me 
personally, so, on the other, the whole of the mistakes 
will not be chargeable to ignorance or carelessness on 
my part. It is, I believe, the universal experience of 
literary men, that, as regards works of magnitude, 
especially of the nature of a Dictionary, flaws will creep 
in, despite all efforts to prevent their appearance — a. poor 
apology, admittedly, but the best it is in my power to 
offer. 

No attempt has been made to arrange the various 
Persian equivalents according to a strict philological 
system ; at the same time, when words in English have 
distinct and totally different meanings — such as " august," 
which may refer either to a person or a month — care has 
been taken to direct attention to the point. 

In regard to the Oriental portion of the text, I cannot 
speak in too high praise of the care and attention dis- 
played by the Publishers ; few, save those who possess 
personal experience, are aware of the endless mistakes in 
Eastern literature which owe their origin to the ignorance 
and carelessness of the printer. It is self-evident, how- 
ever, that a revision of the proofs by a " reader " who 
understands the language cannot be otherwise than 
advantageous. Messrs. Allen are fortunate in possessing

such a gentleman, and I gladly avail myself of tendering 
to him my obligations for the intelligent assistance which 
he has afforded me in this respect. 

No attempt is made to disguise the fact that the small- 
ness and somewhat peculiar shape of the type are open to 
objection ; but I may, perhaps, be permitted to explain 
that elegance has been sacrificed at the shrine of economy, 
as, for reasons which could scarcely be understood by an 
uninitiated reader, considerable space and time, and con- 
seqent cost, have been saved by the use of a fount of 
letters specially designed for works, of the nature of a 
Dictionary, where Oriental and English characters are 
continuously printed side by side. 

It is a pleasant duty to express my warmest gratitude 
to Sir Frederic Goldsmid, who has not only from time to 
time afforded me the benefit of his experience and advice, 
but has invariably lent me that encouragement which can 
only be appreciated by those who have toiled for years at 
a work which, though a labour of love, is none the less, 
of necessity, more or less tedious and disheartening. Nor 
must I omit to tender my best thanks to Dr. Bost, the 
librarian of the India 0£5ce ; not the least of the many 
advantages with which I have been favoured has been the 
privilege of a constant reference to that gentleman, whose 
profound learning and vast experience are only equalled 
by his courtesy and readiness to afford to others advice, 
the soundness and value of which it would be difficult to 
overrate. 

The debt of gratitude which I owe to Lieut.-Colonel 
Ross and Mr. Monro Binning may be measured by the 
extent to which they have assisted me in my labours. I 
have endeavoured to explain fully the important part they 
have played in the preparation of the accompanying work, 
and I trust I have not claimed for myself any merit which 
is their due. That I should freely avow the extent to 
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which I am indebted to them, and gladly acknowledge mj 
obligations, is a duty no less pleasant than incumbent. 

Lastly, I would add that, frequent as are the mistakes 
which mar the accompanying pages, the errors would have 
been far more numerous and glaring, had it not been that 
I was fortunately enabled at every turn to have recourse 
to the profound learning and experience of Mirza Baker, 
who, as previously stated, has afforded me most valuable 
aid, for which I tender him my warmest thanks.

Thirty-two of our years are 
Teiy nearly equal to thirty-three 
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Muhammadan years. Their era 
dates from the morning after 
the ^j^ hi j rah, or flight of the 
Prophet from Makkah to Madf- 
nah, that is, the 16th of Julj, 
A.D. 622. Every year begins 
earlier in the season than the 
preceding, so that a month 
occurring in summer in the pre* 
sent year, will, sixteen years 
afterwards, occur in winter. 

The ancient Persian year is 
solar like ours, and consists of 
twelve months of thirty days 
each, five days being, moreover, 
added to complete the year, and 
a leap year occurring every four 
years, as with us. This year 
commences when the sun enters 
Aries, about the 21st of March, 
when the )^) y j^ 'id-i-nau-rdz 
(" New Tear's festival ") is held. 
This feast is still kept up, 
although the solar year has 
fallen into desuetude, and has 
been superseded by the above- 
mentioned lunar era, the Per- 
sians having changed their 
calendar with their religion.

This numerical mode, which is generally called '^y abjad, from the 
first word, is much employed in forming chronograms denoting dates of 
events. These are indicated by a short sentence, the numerical Talues 
of the letters composing which, being added up, give the date required. 
The following chronograms will serve as examples : — 

The date of the death of the celebrated piratical Basha of Algiers 
and Tunis, Khairu-*d-Din, sumamed Barbarossa, is expressed by the 
Arabic sentence j^\ u^) *a>\^ mata ra,isu-'l-bahr (the chieftain of the 
sea is dead), aad the numbers denoted by the letters composing this 
sentence being added up, give a quotient of 952, in which year of the 
Hi] rah, corresponding with a.d. 1545-46, Barbarossa died. 

The demise of the famous Tamerlane is contained in the following : 

807, 
or A.D. 1404-5. 

NAdir Sh&h, when proclaimed sovereign of Persia, had coinage struck 
in his name, with the inscription in Arabic : S'^ ^ o^ >eak^^ al-khairu fi 
mi vaka'a (what has happened is best), the numbers of which motto 
amount to a.h. 1148, the year corresponding with our 1735-36, in 
which he obtained the crown. 

The celebrated Sultan Baber, the Napoleon of the East, was bom on 
the sixth of the Muharram month. It is singular that the Persian date 
of the month, ^^^^ ij^ shish-i-muharram, gives the year in which this 
prince was bom, namely a.h. 888, corresponding with a.d. 1483-84. 

The practise of commemorating events by these chronograms is 
common in all Muhammadan countries.

SIYAK. 

The vlW- siydk is a species of figures commonly used in all money 
transactions, accounts of shopkeepers and merchants, &c. Accounts are 
reckoned in dinars, an imaginary coin, of the lowest value, being the 
ten-thousandth part of the tuman, the current gold coin in Persia, now 
worth about eight shillings. The figure in Siyak always indicates

the number of dindrB. The Siydk used in India (in which country 
it is called f^j rakm), differs somewhat from the Persian system. 
(Vide the Introduction to " Stewart's Persian Letters.") The units in 
combination with the tens are nearly the same in both, but the simple 
units are entirely different, as well as many of the higher numbers. A 
knowledge of this figure will be found absolutely necessary for those 
connected with business and trade, as accounts are seldom written in 
any other.

Malcolm yisited Persia, at the commencement of the present century, it 
was then worth from 18s. to ^1. It is now equivalent to a trifle over 
7s. lid. 

The fiW* J^ pdl-i-siyAh (black money) is a copper coin, of various 
sizes and values ; but it is commonly worth from one-half to one-third 
of a farthing. The name applies to copper coins in general. The J^ 
. sV«-« pul-i-8iy4h is not used in accounts. 

The J^; riyAl, which is worth about 1^ kirinf, is properly the Spanish 
dollar ; but that coin is now rarely seen in Persia. 

The Turkish piastre, called \J»^^ kurdsh or \J^^ ghurdsh, is current 
in the northern provinces of Persia. Its value in former times was 
about 2s. 6d. ; it is now worth no more than 2^d. 

The (3«3ltAVj;( pandhbddf or (3«>W^ pahn4b4di is a silver coin, worth 
somewhat less than half a ^J\ji kuranf ; e,g, 23 ^«>W^ pahn4bAdi= 
10 o*y kirAnf=l o^f tdmto. 

European ducats, called ^%^ majar and ^^^*^\i b&jughlf, are current in 
many places. Their value fluctuates, but it is usually nearly equal to 
that of the (^^^f tdman, sometimes a little more or less. 

The muhammadf, 'abb4si, and riy&l are not represented by any coin. 
The terms are used much in the same way as the English " guinea." It 
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may be added also that the first-mentioned of these is never used for any 
lesser number than three muhammadfs, sums amounting to no more 
than one or two muhammadfs being expressed in dinars.
